Bo th 
Mr. O’Shau ghnessy and Admiral Crad­ 
do ck were gu ests at a b anq u et at the 
German legatio n last ev ening. 
The 
British admiral said he do es no t kno w 
when he will leav e this city . 
The oil co mp anies hav ing p ro p erty 
In the district inv ested b y the reb els 
hav e cancelled all co ntracts to su p p ly 
oil to the Natio nal railro ads, o wing to 
the reb els' demands. This makes the 
situ atio n mo re difficu lt than ev er fo r 
the go v ernment jo t General Hu erta, as 
traffic b etween Mex ico City and Vera 
Cru z is menaced and the av enu e o f 
escap e to the co ast, sho u ld o ccasio n 
arise, wou ld b e cu t. 
The financial situ atio n here is get­ 
ting wo rse ev ery day . 
Prices of all 
co mmo dities are rising rap idly . 
The 
co st o f liv ing is already ex tremely 
high. 
The p ress is p u b lishing sto ries 
of a race war thro u gho u t the United 
States. 
The sto ries are designed to 
aid recru iting fo r the federal army , 
leading the credu lo u s Mex ican p eo ns 
to b eliev e that the United States is 
so o ccu p ied in q u elling a rev o lt at 
home that it canno t interfere with 
Mex ico. 
The newsp ap ers are fiercely 
assailing the United States ev en/ day 
for p u b lishing reports of the p ro gress 
of the rev olt in the north, the tru th 
of which is nev ertheless admitted, 
ev en in gov ernment circles.

Charles O. Durham, one of the state’s

witnesses, testified 


today at the trial of Dr. W. G. Craig, 
charged in an indictment with the 


murder of Dr. Helene Knabe at Indi­ 
anapolis. 


Before Dr. Durham 
was 
called. 
John Nicholson, 
an 
Indianapolis 
photographer, took the 
stand, 
lie 


told Eph Inman, for the state, that he 


took a 
photograph of 
Dr. Knabe 
about four years ago, which lie iden­ 


tified when it was shown him. 


The purpose of the picture was to 
get before the ju ry a likeness of the 
dead doctor, so that the ju r o r s could 


see what she looked like— that she 
did not resemble the description of 
the dead woman as given by the de­ 
fense, which said she was a mascu­ 
line, or mannish woman. 
The de­ 
fense tried to prevent the jury from 


seeing the photograph, 
but Judge 


B la ir allowed the jurors to see it. 


Dr. Durham 
is the 
coroner of 
Marion county, and after the In d i­ 
an a p o lis detective 
department had 


declared the death of Dr. Knabe to 
be due to suicide, lie continued his 
investigation over many weeks and 
returned a verdict 
of murder. 


When Dr. Ernest 
C. 
Beyer, Dr. 


George J. Cook, Dr. Frank C. W ynn 


and Dr. Charles Ferguson were on 
the stand yesterday all testified that 


tile time of the finding of the body a 


search was made for the knife with 


which Dr. Knabe was killed. 
This 


fact was brought out by Mr. Spaan, 


for the defense, and the purpose of it 


was to show that they all 
believed 


that Dr. Knabe had taken her own 


life, and they were searching for the 


instrument with which she did it. 


Coroner 
Durham 
described 
the 


denthroom. 
During the description 


there was complete silence. 
On the 


bed, Dr. Durham said, was a body, 


from the head of which a sheet was 


turned back, and lie 
saw 
revealed 


the features of Dr. 
Helene 
Knabe 


with a ghastly wound in her throat. 


There was some blood, the doctor 


said, scattered about the floor, anil 


on the body on top of the 
bedding. 


The head was thrown back and fa s ­ 


tened under a small iron bar at tho 


head of the bed. 
There was 
a 
cut 


on the posterior side of 
the 
left 


forearm. 
This was an incised wound 


a little more than an inch long, and 
an inch and three-quarters deep. 


The state caused this description 


of the arm wound to be given dis­ 
pute the assertion of 
the 
defense 


that it could have been made by the 


knife dropping from the hand of Dr. 
Knabe when she cut her own throat. 


From the nature of the arm wound 
the state contends that considerable 


force was used in making it. 


Dr. Durham said there was 
two 


cuts in the throat, and the largest 


cut began on the right side of 
the 


neck and ended on the left side. This 


cut opened the interior jugular vein, 


but did not entirely sever it.

SITUATION AT INDIANAPOLIS 


The Teamsters’ Strike Attended by 
Vio lence in Which Gun Fire Is Be­ 
co ming Co mmo n as trie Co nflict Be* 
tween the Teamsters and Their 
Sy mpathizers and Merchants and 
Manufacturers Beco mes Stro ng er. 


Indianapo lis, Dec. 3 .—The killing o f 
o ne and wo unding o f fo ur, the team­ 
sters appealing to o ther o rg anizatio ns 
fo r a sy mpathetic strike, their leaders 
asking fo r arbitratio n, and a squad o f 
po lice armed with rio t g uns patro lling 
the streets under o rders to sho o t if 
o rder co uld no t be o therwise main­ 
tained, are the principal features o f 
the teamsters’ strike. 
In all parts o f the city driv ers hav e 
been taken fro m their wag o ns, ho rses 
cut lo o se fro m wag o ns, g aso line drawn 
fro m tanks o f auto trucks and traffic 
rendered 
dang ero us 
and 
in 
many 
places Impo ssible. There has been no 
co llectio n o f g arbag e since Saturday 
and this is causing g reat inco nv eni­ 
ence, especially as the weather is un­ 
seaso nably warm. 
The 
laundries 
hav e 
quadrupled 
their fo rces and are g athering their 
patro ns’ clo thing with men o n fo o t 
and placing it in bundles at desig nated 
places fro m which auto mo biles under 
pro tectio n o f po lice take it to the laun 
dries. 
Bakery g o o ds are scarce and 
in many instances ho use-wiv eB who 
hav e no t baked bread fo r y ears are 
no w eng ag ed in that duty as the o nly 
way in which to supply the table. The 
city autho rities are handling the situ­ 
atio n well, co nsidering the wide area 
to be co v ered, and the po lice are g o ing 
to whatev er sectio n they are sent 
witho ut pro test. 
The mo st serio us rio t o ccurred o n 
Indiana av enue, when an ice co mpany , 
hav ing pro v ided fo ur well armed men, 
attempted to make a deliv ery . 
A 
cro wd g athered and ho o ted the men, 
but they deliv ered the ice and started 
away . The cro wn! fo llo wed and beg an 
to sto ne the men o n the wag o n. Two 
o f them were struck, and as they ro se 
all o f them drew' rev o lv ers and beg an 
firing . Claude Lewis, twenty -o ne y ears 
o f ag e. was killed, being sho t thro ug h 
the head. 
Jo hn Ashley was sho t in 
the leg , J. H. Maso n in the abdo men, 
Archie Smith in the sho ulder and A. E. 
Sedem in the neck. It is* tho ug ht Ma­ 
so n will die. While the fo ur men were 
still firing the po lice arriv ed and the 
cro wd scattered. The ice wag o n driv ­ 
ers w'ere taken to the po lice statio n, 
wrhere 
business 
men 
appeared 
aff 
bo ndsmen. 
The strikers hav e issued an appeal 
to o ther labo r o rg anizatio ns fo r a sy m­ 
pathetic strike, but many o f the team­ 
sters hav e returned to their emplo y ers 
and hav e ex pressed a willing ness to 
wo rk under po lice pro tectio n. 
This 
weakening o f the strikers has led to 
an attempt o n the part o f the leaders 
to bring abo ut arbitratio n if a basis 
fo r it co uld be laid. It was intimated 
that the demand fo r reco g nitio n o f the 
unio n wo uld be waiv ed. 
Po lice po wers hav e been issued to 
many no n-unio n teamsters o n reco m­ 
mendatio n 
fro m 
their 
emplo y ers. 
When they appeared with badg es and 
clubs the 
strikers were dismay ed. 
They criticized the autho rities fo r thus 
turning labo r ag ainst labo r, 
but in 
many places the result was marked. 
Quite a number o f men hav e been 
sent to the ho spitals 
with bro ken 
heads and the jail is packed with per­ 
so ns sent in fo r disturbances o n the 
street. In o ne case a wo man who wras 
here o n a sho pping trip was caug ht 
in the swirl o f a i^io t in the retail sec­ 
tio n and emerg ed with a bro ken arm. 
She was sent to a ho spital.
